WILL CONTEST NEARLY -OVER 


Large Crowd Listened to the Argu- 
- ments Over Division of Estate

Undue influence will not enter into, the 
determination of the issue in the Holton 
will contest case. 

In his instructions to the jury, Friday 
forenoon, in the case in which the children 
of the late Capt. E. K. Holton are gs 
to break the will, under the terms of whic 
his second wife, Lillian, now Mrs. Robert 
L. Cochran, receives the bulk of his $200,- 
000 estate, Judge Blevins instructed them 
that no evidelice had been adduced tending 
to show that undue influence had been ex- 
erted upon him by the chief beneficiary. 

He therefore instructed the jury to con- 
fine themgelves to determining the question 
of sanity of tHe testator. 

The jury were instructed that if they 
believed from the evidence that at the 
time of executing the will he was labor- 
ing under an insane delusion that his 
son and daughter, Burchard Holton and 
Mrs. Alice Bright, had demanded and 


received too much from him in the set- 
tlement of their interest in their grand- 
father’s estate, for which he was trus- 
tee, overcame and ‘controlled his will 
and judgment they should find him of 
unsound mind within the meaning of the 
term as defined in the instructions, 

At the conclusion of the reading of ‘the 
instructions, which occupied -half an hour, 
the arguments were begun. 

The Opening address was made by Geo. 
V. Reynolds for the defense. 

Mr. Reynolds, spoke an hour and five 
minutes. He was followed by Attorney 
Virgil Rule for the plaintiff. 

‘Mr, Rule will be followed by Mr. Easley 
for the plaintiffs and Capt. Reynolds for 
the defense will close:

It has been shown that babies could be 
bought at the farms for $50 each; that they 
were sent the rounds of the farms to find 
purchasers; that they were sold to the 
farms for $10 or less or sent to them by 
the syndicate from its ‘‘hospitals.”’ 

It has been shown that babies not for- 
tunate enough to find a purchaser were 
starved to death or allowed to die through 
neglect—in one specific case put to sleep in 
the kennel with the dogs and their bodies 
thrown into sewers or abandoned in 
churches and alleys. 

Other babies that gave little promise of 


| bringing a good price were burned alive in 


the furnace. . | 
Mrs. Ashmead, a hard-faced woman of

St. Louis landlords will soon be called 
upon to house 10,000 peopie from every 
quarter of the globe. Telegrams received

Louis. Except in a few instances their 
quarters at the Fair will not be ready un- 
til the opening day. 

The vanguard of this atmy was the na- 
tive Filipinos who have reached St. Louls, 
235 in number. Ten Esquimaux have ar- 
rived from Greenland. Another band of 
Esquimaux from the Behring Straits will 
arrive in two weeks A band of Ainus 
from northern Japan will arrive soon.

| Next week also 850 Boers and natives of 
South Africa, including kaffirs, Zulus and 
Somalis, will ‘arrive. With them comes 

“Long Cecil,”’ the famous gun used in the 
defense of Kimberley. Another detachment 
for. the Boer war show is composed of 
members of the regiments of Canadian 
scouts. 

Gaston Akoun of “‘Mysterious Asta’ on 
the Pike is on his way from Asia with a 
caravan of camels and elephants, troops of 
Burmese, Singhalese, Persians and Hindoos. 
In the party are dancers and street mer- 
chants, including the devil dancers of Cey- 
lon and the nautth dancers of Persia. A 
Somewhat similar collection is on its way 
from Cairo and Constantinople. Among the 
250 persons are dragomans, street mer 
chants, Moslem priests and a caller of the 
mezzin, who summons faithful Moslems to 
prayer, and dancers.

On the 
ship are also camels, donkeys and a flock 
of sheep from the Palestine hillsides with 
their shepherd.

Weddings in Corea are performed in 
early childhood. The Illustrated London 
News publishes a photograph of a bride 
and bridegroom, aged 11 and 9 years re- 
spectively, the latter being much *maler 
than the former. The bridegroom is 
dressed in the official costume. The bride’s 
face is heavily covered with powder and 
cosmetic. The center of each cheek, of the 
lips, and of the forehead is touched with 
brilliant rouge.

REVIEW OF MERCANTILE TRADE 


Wet Weather in Southwest Checks 
the Exceptionally Good 
Trade. 


NEW YORK, April 1.—Special telegrams 
from correspondents of the International 
Mercantile Agency throughout the United 
States and Canada report a check to the 
exceptionally good trade at the Southwest 
due to wet weather, an improvement in the 
Central West, following more seasonable 
conditions, but some disturbance in returns 
as to increased labor troubles and in the 
conflicting reports of the condition of the 
winter-sown wheat. 

A depressing influence is shown by the 
strike of lowa soft coal miners and dis- 
sesions in Pennsylvania, in addition to bit- 


sensions of the struggle between the strik- 
ers and militia in Colorado and the pros- 
pect for another tle-up of the New York 
City building industry. 

Advices from the Southwest are that 
winter. wheat has improved’ with good 
rains. In the Central West, ‘the plant is 
generally well rooted, but thin on the 
ground. Western centers say good corn is 
scarcer than for years, Reports are numer- 
ous of the poor condition ~ cribbed corn. 

The outlook for cotton mills for the next 
six months is not regarded promising by 
New England authorities, but woolen mills 
there are running on a full line of orders. 
Further shutdowns in cotton mills at Phila- 
deiphia are reported. Eastern shoe manu- 
facturers in some instances are not order- 
" as freely as a year ago. 

Chicago and New York mail orders and 
reports from vigiting buyers begin to point 
to the prospect for an increasing ‘volume in 
staple merchandise, and retail trade has 
been the best in a long while. In Pittsburg, 
the March business in steel and iron is the 
best in six months with the tendency to 
larger outputs and some advances in prices. 

Canadian wholesale’-merchants and manu- 
facturers report good gains in nearly all 
lines now that railroads have gotten free 
of the car congestion handicap. Demand 
for iron and steel is better than for some 
time.: Coal companies are planning to in- 
crease their outputs. Requests for “es 
and summer goods are noteworthy ~~ 
bank clearings are increasing.
